Washington, June 4.—President Wil- 

eon read to his cabinet today the draft 
of a note to be sent to Germany de- 
manding, in effect, adherence to the 
humane principles of international law 
in the German conduct of maritime 
warfare as affecting neutrals. Com- 
paratively brief, but described ag in- 
sistent and emphatic, the communica- 
tion will be cabled not later than Mon- 
day. 
The cabinet approved the note as a 
whole. Minor changes in phraseology 
may be made to make it conform with 
previous expressions in diplomatic cor- 
respondence of the United States. The 
principle is fixed and unalterable— 
that the United States must know def- 
initely and promptly whether Germany 
nmtends to ignore visit and search 
rights and continue torpedoing vessels 
without warning, or whether rules of 
maritime warfare which have governed 
for centuries will be followed. 

The alternative course, is not stated, 
put it is generally known that the 
United States in the event of an un- 
favorable reply will discontinue diplo- 
matic relations with Germany.

WILSON'S WARNING 
VERY ENCOURAGING

“Appreciative, Friendly and 
Serene” Will Be Tone of 
Mexican Chief’s Reply to 
the President’s Note. 


CARRANZA IS HOPING 
TO SECURE RECOGNITION 


He Takes Wilson’s Note as 
Tacit Hint That He Is Man 
Best Fitted to Assume the 
Ascendency in Mexico. 


Vera Cruz, June 4.—‘Appreciative, 
friendly and serene,” such will be the 
tone of General Carranza’s reply to 
President Wilson's note. After care- 
fully considering the note, General Car- 
ranza concluded that it contains noth- 
ing other than hopeful necessities for 
the constitutionalists’ cause. It was 
officially announced today that his re- 
ply to President Wilson would be hand- 
ed to John R. Silliman, personal repre- 
sentative of President Wilson in Mexico, 
for transmission to Washington within 
the next few days, probably on Monday 

Tuesday. 

No Harsh Action Feared. 
As the note has been read more 
more by Carranza officials and the cab- 
inet, it has created a feeling that Pres- 
ident Wilson intends no harsh action 
toward Mexico. 

A distinct feeling 
more definite attitude at Washington 
will result in hastening a solution of 
the Mextcan problem without foreign 
ald. liow this is to be done nobody 
professes to know, except General Car- 
ranza himself, and he expresses the 
opinion that his intended reoccupation 
of Mexico City soon will place the con- 
stitutionalists in a better position to be 
recognized by Washington. 

That General Carranza 
reply to President Wilson caused 
surprise, as it at first was felt that 
the warning did not invite a reply. 
However, when Mr. Silliman called to- 
day he was informed that a reply was 
being formulated by Jesus Urueta, con- 
stitutionalist foreign minister. lt was 
stated that the tone of the reply would 
be appreciative, friendly and serene. 

Of what General Carranza found In 
the note as a basis for his encourage- 
ment was not stated, but it was learned 
that he intends to interpret the warn- 
ing as a tacit hint that he is the man best 
fitted to assume ascendency in Mexico 
and most likely to receive recognition 
once the constitutionalists return to 
Mexico City. 

Forecast of Carranza'’s Reply. 

It understood that the reply 
point out a steady progress by 
constitutionalists, indicating: an early 
victory over Villa. Also General Car- 
ranza will pointeout that American 
recognition would greatly expedite 
peace in Mexico. 

Other points in

occupy Mexico City and reopen traffic, 
confining Villa to restricted sections 
of the north until the country is rid 
of him.

In Mexico, Hammond 
Appeals to Atlantans 


Judge W. R. Hammond, treasurer for 
Georgia of the American Red Cross, on 
Friday received a communication from 


| Red Cross headquarters at Washing- 


ton, on the Mexican situation. 

The communication states that prac- 
tically the entire Mexican population 
is on the verge of starvation and that 
in rushes for food children are tram- 
pled to death and women with babes in 
arms drop in their tracks from ex- 
haustion while waiting in line for a 
mere handful of corn. 7 

Here are some of the striking de- 
SC riptions: 

“At Jalapa, the capital of the state 
of Vera Cruz, most distressing scenes 
took place at the municipal hall when 
rations were distributed. Zo 
women were collected at 7 o'clock in 
the morning to get in line for the dis- 
tribution, which began at 11 o'clock, 
and standing in the sun so0 long un- 
able to move for fear of losing their 
places and their chance for a mere hand - 
ful of corn, resulted in many cases of 
fainting from exhaustion. Some were 
injured, and on several occasions one or 
two have been killed.

Four trunke 
are carried, yet thelr position on the ma- 
chine would not indicate their capacity. 

An idea of how thoroughly the travelers 
are equipped may be ascertained from a 
list of some of the things carried. Two 
tents with collapsible poles and lange flies 
are constructed that they can be raised 
in twenty minutes. A pantry containing 
every article needed to prepare a meal is 
available for almost instant use. A refrig- 
erator stocked with eggs, butter, milk and 
other perishable provisions is fastened on 
one of the running boards. 

Trunks containing plenty of olothing for 
all occasions are carried in dustproof lock- 
ers under the seats. A complete vulcan‘zinge 
outfit is carried in the tire trunk at the 
rear of the machine. Ropes, lock and 
tackle, and other “first aid to the stalled” 
are available for immediate use. A collapsi- 
ble stove and telescope stovepipe occupled 
little space. A complete set of aluminum 
cooking and eating utensils are carried in 
less than a cubic foot of space. 

An auxiliary gasoline tank holding eteht 
gallons. of gasoline was constructed on one 
of the running boards. The tents are 
lighted by electric lights from storage bat- 
teries charged while the machine is in

laugh at the clever portrayal of characters 
quite the opposite? 

Is it because a part of our personality 
is in sympathy with the indecorum, triv- 
lality, vulgarity of what we see? Are we 
not as honest at the vaudeville as at 
church—if we attend both? Even more 
honest ? 

Syivia H. Bliss-differs from others who 
have theorized as to the cause of the laugh. 
And her views, as expressed recenily in the 
American Journal of Psychology, have set 
a host of scientists to thinking. 

The reason for the merry chuckle has 
always been shrouded in mystery. 


Greatest Thinkers Are Baffled. 


“The greatest of thinkers, from Aris- 
totie down, have tackled this great prob- 
lem, which has a knack of baffling every 
effort, of slipping away and escaping only 
to bob up again, a pert challenge flung at 
philosophie speculation.” 

So says Henri Bergson. And Sylvia H. 
Bliss quite agrees. Nevertheless, she ad- 
vances her own theories. 

Says this psychologist: 

“Sclence has demolished the idea of a 
‘funny bone, finds in the brain no special 
center for an appreciation of the humorous, 
and in the world of thought and action 
nothing inherently, intrinsically comic. 

“The first laugh whose strange sound 
broke the long, silent gravity of the pre- 


human ages—what emotion gave rise to it? 


Was that primeval man in any modern 
sense amused’ He laughed at no sally of 
wit: his brain was tickled by no subtle and 
devious perception of the comic. Of this 
we may be certain. 

“Summoning to our aid the evidence 
which biology and psychology afford, and 
guided by the imagination exalted by scien- 
tific training to a species of insight, we 
will penetrate to that far away epoch when 
mirth was born to earth. 

“What was the first emotion, and what 
its cause? 

“Laughter is the result of suddenly re- 
leased repression, the physical sign of sub- 
conscious satisfaction. Our primitive man 
saw, it may be, another do the thing repro- 
bated by the tribe and his own nascent 


constience. The sight relieved the tension 
occasioned by his own repressed wish to do 
the selfsame thing—and he laughed. 

“It is probable that the track for that 
particular discharge of nervous energy was 
laid down long before actual laughter took 
place. Darwin noted that the lower jaws 
of some species of baboons quivered up and 
down when they were much pleased. Ex- 
pectancy, anticipation, satisfaction, with 
their accompanying bodily reactions, paved 
the way for laughter. 

“We may bow our head during public 
prayer because it is the custom; we laugh 
at a joke because we must. This view 
tinds confirmation when we consider what 
occurs during a struggle to suppress laugh- 
ter. Our surface sense of propriety strives 
to suppress the evidence of subconscious 
approval. 

“The secret of laughter is in the return 
to nature. Civilization and culture are 
late additions and we are living to a great 
extent in artificial conditions. Psychology 
makes plain the fact that our present 
mental equipment has been slowly and pain- 
fully acquired and a certain strain in main- 
taining that high altitude is inevitable. 
This tension is relieved by nonsense and by 
the portrayal in humorous anecdotes and 
on the stage of evasions of convention and 
infractions of the prevailing code of morals 
and manners. 


Laughter Must Be Honest. 


“Laughter is honest and responds to 
the primitive honesty of others. We laugh 
at a sneeze which hinders a speech at its 
most ypathetic passage because pathos in 
oratory is always somewhat strained—even 
artificial—while the sneeze is absolutely 
natural and honest.” 
scientists tell us that the ex- 
pression of laughter is not always indica- 
tive of a psychical appreciation of erjoy- 
ment, for it is well known that idiots are 
prone to laughter which is often without 
any such significance. They often show a 
laughing countenance, the smile being more 
or less stamped on their features; or they 
may grin, giggle or chuckle at the sligthest 
thing. It is probable that in guch cases 
laughter purely expresses physical content- 
ment, rarely associated with higher or more 
complex ideas. 

When one ts laughing the movements of

the chest and the larnyx are almost exactly 
opposite to those that accompany the utter- 
ances of agony when one is distressed. In 
joy the expirations are usually short and 
the inspirations long, where as in distress 
the expirations are prolonged and con- 
tinuous. 

“In all races of men,” says Darwin, “the 
expressidfi of good spirits seems to be the 
same, and it is easily recognized.” And 
he adds that “from the natives of New Zea- 
land to the highly civilized Caucasian much 
the same forms of emotional expression are 
to be observed.”

yHY the Red Cross Society? 
W not the Blue Cross or the 
Cross? How did the flag design so fa- 
miliar on the battlefield in times of war, 
and at disasters in times of peace, come 
to be chosen? 

The answer to these questions will be 
found in the following brief history of the 
Red Cross: 

The movement had its origin in Europe. 
After the battle of Solferino, in 185% 
Henry Dunant, a Swiss gentleman, vis- 
ited the battlefield and spent several days 
there assisting in the care of the wounded. 
He was much impressed by the sight of ter- 
rible suffering caused through lack of suf 
ficient appliances and help for the care of 
the wounded. 

In 1862 Dunant published a description 
of what he had seen, setting forth reasons 
for establishing in every country perma- 
nent societies for the relief of the wounded 
in war. His article was immediately 
transiated into several European ian- 
guages, and made a deep impression. 

A society in Geneva, Switzerland, called 
the Genevan Society of Public Utility, ap- 
pointed a committee, at the head of which 
was General Dufour, the general in chief 
of the Swiss Confederation, for the pur- 
pose of carrying out the proposals of Dv- 
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nant. This lied to an international confer- 
ence, held at Geneva in October, 1863, 
which was attended by delegates from six- 
teen countries, and which called an inter- 
national congress that met in Geneva in 
August, 1864. 

The body held a session of a fortnight 
and drew up a treaty of nine articles, 
which has since obtained the approval of 
every civilized nation of the globe. This 
treaty looked to the neutralization of hos- 
pitals, materials, nurses and surgeons in 
time of war, and that these might be rec- 
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LBERT S. JANIN, a cabinet-maker of 

Staten Island. who has long been strug- 
gling to make both ends meet, finds himself 
suddenly raised from poverty to affluence 
through a decision of the board of exam- 
iners of the United States patent office that 
he and not Glenn H. Curtiss invented the 
hydro-aeroplane. 

That Janin will become a man of wealth 
through the decision is without doubt, for 
an order for 200 hydro-aeroplanes at $7,000 
each is awaiting the manufacturer who 
ean furnish security the machines can be 
delivered. As Janin now possesses the pat- 
ent rights every manufacturer of the ma- 
chines must pay a royalty to him. The 
200 order is from one of the warring na- 
tions in Europe, and more will follow, no 
doubt. 

In 1910 Curtiss began testing a canoe 
device to carry the planes on the water till 
the momentum to lift them was obtained, 
but it did not work. 


Aeroplane Invented by Carpenter 


In the controversy that followed the use 
of the present device, which consists mainly 
of outrigging to keep the planes on an even 
keel, it came out that Janin had really pro- 
duced the device in 1909, about a vear be- 
fore Curtiss had failed to raise his ma- 
chines at Hammondsport, N. Y. 

Thomas A. Hill, a lawyer of New York, 
took up Janin’s claims and put them be- 
fore the examiners of interference of the 
patent office. Mr. Hill alleged that on July 
3, 1910, Curtiss tried four times in vain to 
raise his plane from Lake Keuka; also 
that Curtiss had admitted the failure. It 
was shown that drawings of the successful 
device now in use were made by Janin long 
before this date, and that he tried to build a 
machine to test it in operation, but couldn't 
get the money. 

Curtiss contended that the device was 
his, and that it had failed at Lake Keuka 
because the motors were not strong enough 
to do their share of the work.

Silver Arms Not Needed Now 


ITH the announcement from the 

battlefields of Furope that Dr. Alexis 
Carel, the noted surgeon, recently per- 
formed the startling feat of grafting the 
forearm of a dead soldier to the shattered 
stump of a wounded warrior, interest is 
renewed in the queer ways that people used 
to remedy such physical defects centuries 
AZO.
